And becauſe theſe Kingdoms are guilty of many ſins and provocations againſt God, and his Son Jeſus Chriſt, as is too manifeſt by our preſent diſtreſſes and dangers, the fruits thereof: Wee profeſſe and declare 
before God and the world our unfained deſire to be humbled for our own ſins, and for the fins of theſe Kingdomes, eſpecially that we have not as we ought, valued the ineſtimable benefit of the Goſpel, that we bave 
not laboured for the purity and power thereof, and that we have not endeavoured to receive Chriſt in our bearts, nor to walke worthy of him in our lives, which are the cauſes of our ſens and tranſgreſſions ſomuch 
abounding amongfi us; and our true and unfained purpoſe, deſire, and endeavour for our ſelves, and all others under oar power and charge, both in publike and in private, in all duties wee oweto God and Man, 
to amend our lives, and each one to goe before another in the example of areall Reformation, that the Lord may turne away his wrath and heavy indignation,and eſtabliſh theſe Churches and Kingdoms in truth and 


eace. And this Covenant we make in the preſence of Almighty God the Searcher of all hearts with arrintention to per form the ſame, as we ſball anſwer at the great day, when the ſecrets of all hearts ſhall bee 


diſcloſed: Mofi humbly beſceching the Lord to firengthen us by bis Holy Spirit fo 
ment to other Chriſtian Churches groaning under, or in danger of the yoke of A "5
